Triumphal Procession to Madison 
Square Planned—Lindbergh to 
Greet Comrades of the Air. 


Commander Richard E. Byrd and 
his flying companions in the Amer- 
ica, Lieutenant George O. Noville, 
Lieutenant Bernt Balchen and Bert 
Acosta, will arrive in New York to- 
day on the liner Leviathan and will 
be met by members of the Mayor’s 
Committee of Welcome. Also on the 
Leviathan is Clarence D. Chamber- 
lin, pilot of the Bellanca airplane Co- 
lumbia, which flew from New York 
to Germany, who will also be wel- 
comed. 

A reception almost equaling the 
record-breaking welcome to Colonel 
Charles A. Lindbergh is expected for 
the crew of the America, who 
reached Paris in a furious storm and 
then turned back and made their 
sensational landing in the water off 
Ver-sur-Mer, on the French coast. 
The dramatic qualities of their flight 
have aroused public interest almost 
as much as the 4onely flight of Lind- 
bergh in his pioneer trip: to ‘Paris.

These 
vessels will be in command of Eu- 
gene Moran, Chairman of the Ma- 
rine Committee, and Captain John 
Emery, director of the port. 

When the Macom passes Gover- 
nors Island a salute will be fired, 
and just before the Commander and 
his crew debark fireboats will throw 
water into the air in a marine salute 


to the airmen. It 1s expected that 
the Macom will arrive at Pier A 
about 2:10 o'clock.

WASHINGTON, July 17.—Evidence 
accumulates .that economic condi- 
tions will furnish the fundamental 
issues of next year’s Presidential 
campaign. To what extent such a 
purely political question as the third 
term tradition will figure is shrouded 
in doubt, with that doubt augmented 
by uncertainty as to President Cool- 
idge’s intention, 

Whether prohibition modification 
will become a nation-wide issue is 
problematical also. In the Congres- 
sional elections of 1926 the wet-dry 
battle was ‘‘spotty,’’ with a majority 
of contests for the Senate and House 
free from its embarrassing complexi- 
ties. It is safe to say that most 
politicians in both major political 
parties hope it will not become a na- 
tional factor. 

Of course, the nomination of Gov- 
ernor Smith for President by the 
Democrats might, and probably 
would, give it a foremost controver- 
sial position in the Presidential cam- 
paign. 

But as the situation now presents 
itself, although the electorate re- 
fuses to be aroused by partisan ap- 
peal, matters which are comprised 
in the generic term .‘‘prosperity” 
seem to be shaping themselves into 
the ingredients of a paramount is- 
sue. Leaving aside whether we are 
enjoying prosperity or not, the Re- 
publican Party has a distinct advan- 
tage propagandizing its contention 
that trade and industry are at a 


high mark and wage earners were 
never .so well off, for utterances of 
President Coolidge are broadcast ful- 
ly through the newspapers, including 
those opposed to his Administration. 


Coolidge Gets Much Publicity.

Boy, 8, Is — Five Miles Out i in Bay 
After Floating Five Hours on an Inner Tube 





Leo Brzozowsky : of 528 Hussa,: 
Street,. Linden,, N..J., 8 years old; 
made a voyage yesterday in lower 
New York Bay which was almost 
epic. 

Leo, with nothing to keep him 
afloat but an inflated automobile 
tire inner tube, and fully clothed, 
even to his shoes, was found bobbing 
up and down in the waves about 
half way between Princes Bay, Staten 
Island, and Keansburg, N. J., a dis- 
tance of. about ten miles. The boy 
was about five miles from either 
shore. 

George Menne and John Knudsen, 
both of 173 Brighton Street, Totten- 
ville, who found Leo while returning 
in their motor boat from a day’s out- 


ing at Keansburg, turned him over 
to the Tottenville police. The police 
summoned an ambulance, which con-

Thunder showers here and in parts 
of Westchester in midafternoon 
again brought temporary relief but 
when the sun broke through the 
clouds the humidity was so great 
that the heat was more oppressive 
than ever. The resultant floods again 
inundated the New Haven Railroad 
cut through Mount Vernon and de- 


layed traffic as it did on Saturday 
evening. 

The thunder shower that crossed

Passes the Leviathan. 


BYRD LAUDS MOTHER, WIFE 


Says Their Support Allowed Him to 
Do Dangerous Undertakings— 
Chamberlin Tells Plans. 


ON BOARD THE STEAMSHIP 
LEVIATHAN, July 17 .—Amer- 
ica’s mightiest ship, the proud bearer 
~“homeward of five transatlantic avia- 
ters, today took its first marine sa- 
lute of the voyage on behalf of the 
fliers... Fittingly enough,..the salute 
came from the Paris, a French liner 
castward bound from New York. 

To the aviators the deep-throated 
whistle of the great French liner 
seemed once again to throb with the 
cordial spirit with which they were 
welcomed in France, while to the 
passengers better evidence of the 
fraternity of these titans of the sea 
could not have been offered. 

The Paris hove to a little closer 
for the brief ceremony, and when 
she came abeam her double sirens 
roared their acclaim. It was as if 
the power of her great steam signals 
cried out the enthusiastic cheers of 
her engers. for the aviators, 
while the long answering blasts of 
the Leviathan not only acknowledged 
the salute, but also seemed to send 
back the spirit of pride and enthusi- 
asm of the aviators’ fellow-pas- 
sengers. 

The infectious spirit of camara- 
derie of Commander Richard E. 
Byrd, which enthralls his companions 
and has equally enthralled the pas- 
sengers, has been everywhere aboard 
ship, from stem to stern, from bridge 
to engine room. A talk with him 
soon develops hopes and aspirations 
already projected far beyond what 
can be done in one man’s lifetime. 

As he says himself, the urge to 
hazard his life in worth-while under- 
takings has ‘‘got him.’”’ The urge

‘“‘That may sound inhuman to one 
who does not understand.

“This by way of explaining what, 
in answer to your question, I thought 
most of when I returned safely from 
the Pole and landed safely in France.

Chamberlin Plans New Ocean Hop.

“The next transatlantic flight,’’ he 
said, ‘‘must demonstrate the prac- 
ticability of carrying a pay-load 
across, either mail or passengers, or 
both, and not merely gasoline.

“Full automatic control will be the 
big feature of the new machine,’’ 
said Mr. Chamberlin, ‘‘if the ex- 
periments with the Sperry gyro-com- 
pass, which have been under way for 
the past four years, result in mak- 
ing the equipment light enough for 
aircraft. With a suitable type of 

lane, a transatlantic flight with 

ese instruments would not be par- 
ticularly hazardous. Commercial fly- 
ing over the Atlantic is possible now 
from an engineering standpoint. 

“The .development aviators need 
for a more complete mastery of the 
air are instruments similar to those 
by which ships are navigated at sea. 
With automatic controls the pilot

BYRD PLANE COMING 


ON LEVIATHAN ALSO 


America, Packed. in Ten Huge 
Cases, to Arrive Here With 
Fliers Today. 


EXHIBITION OF CRAFT LIKELY 


Two of Three Motors, Overhauled 
by Kinkade, Are in Good Condition 
After Salvage From Sea. 


In addition to Commander Byrd 
and his crew, the Leviathan will 
bring back to New York today the 
airplane America, in which they flew 
across the ocean. After it had been 
salvaged from the sea at Ver-sur- 
Mer, on the coast of France, where 
the aviators came down in the water, 


it was taken by motor truck to Cher- 
bourg. There it was taken in charge 
by e repair shop of the Fren

Today’s event was unusually im- 
pressive among war memorial cere- 
monies. To give the moment a truly 
solemn character, the body of another 
French Unknown Soldier, one who 
had fallen on the historic Yser front, 
was trans from its resting place 
in France to the tomb beneath the 
Laeken memorial monument. Im- 
pressive military honors were ren- 
dered by both the French and Bel- 
gian armies, and King Albert him- 
self was present. 

Incidentally, the occasion was wel- 
comed as an opportunity for the 
friends of the Franco-Belgian entente 
to revive the amity which at various 
times since the war has suffered 
rather severe shocks. Certainly the 
warmth of the reception given M. 
Poincaré: would indicate that the 
bonds between the two countries are 
as firm as ever, although there have 
been many questions upon which the 
two have not seen eye to eye. 


Stresses French Efforts for Peace. 


The Premier emphasized France’s 
peaceful efforts since the armistice, 
citing the Locarno Treaty as an out- 
standing example. Then he went on: 


“I have no desire to invoke these 
sorrowful memories of the war nor 
to continue oe ge | polemics. If 
Professor Bredt h not recently 
written in an official report that the 
construction of forts on the Meuse 
constituted a violation of neutrality 
by Belgium and were in a measure 
a hostile act toward Germany, 
M. Vandervelde would not have 
felt called upon to point out that not 
only did Germany approve this work 
in 1858, 1875 and 1887, but desired 
and encouraged it. 

“So far as I am concerned, if I 
come before this monument and 
speak of the invasion of Belgium it 
is because it is truly difficult for 
those who were witnesses to the facts 
to remain mute while Germary 
makes these facts ridiculous for the 
purpose of revisin ng the peace treaty. 

“Belgium and ce have never 
ceased to pursue with sincerity the 
policy of rapprochement inaugurated 
at Geneva and Locarno. Their feel- 
ings have not changed in this regard. 
For example, when Germany fulfills 
one of her obligations, as she did last 
week in connection with the Konigs- 
berg fortifications, we gladly recog- 
nize this, not only as the satisfaction 
of our demands, but also as a step 
toward good relations. 


Makes Two Reserves. 


“Tt is not only a feeling of human- 
ity that prompts us to bring to an 
end our differences with our neigh- 


bors. It is naturally to our interests 
to do this. It is part of the welfare 
of our future and it harmonizes with 
our taste for work and our need for 
tranquillity. 

“But our will for peace assuredly 
does not exclude us from a desire to 
obtain just reparations and to guar- 
antee our security. Under the re- 
serve of these two conditions that 
will is so strong and so persevering 
that we will not allow anything to 
Serene it, not even misunder- 

“a defiance or personal at- 
ane. e will continue to pursue 
this work, despite all obstacles, with 
tenacity and serenity.”’ 

The French Premier said that it 
was vitally necessary in the interests 
of history that certain allegations 
made by the Commission of Inquiry 
of the Reichstag should be corrected. 

**The chief among these calumnies 
is that which attributes to Belgium a 
desire voluntarily to cease to be neu- 
tral and to enter an agreement with 
France for war,’ continued M.

Healy Admits Plan for. Labor 
Study There Has Been.Slowed 
by Federation Fight. 





MANY DELEGATES WAVER 





Some Ex-Officers May Defy Wishes 
of Leaders and Go—Position of 
Labor on the Proposal. 





Timothy Healy,: recently defeated 
for re-election to the Presidency of 
the Brotherhood of Stationary Fire- 
men, admitted yesterday that the op- 
position of the American Federation 
of Labor to the proposal that an 
American labor mission be sent to 
Russia had crippled the elaborate 
plan formulated by those interested 
in the movement. 

Not only has it been virtually im- 
possible to obtain outstanding lead- 
ers of the A. F. of L. for the mis- 


sion, but the sponsors of the idea 
have been compelled to go to wealthy 
individuals and -business concerns in- 
terested in trade with Soviet Russia 
for the expenses of the.trip. 

Disavowal of any connection with 
the so-called American Labor Mis- 
sion has been made by President 
William Green of the American Fed-’ 
eration of Labor, whose remarks 
have revealed the sharp line of di- 
vergence between the American la- 
bor movement and that of Soviet 
Russia. 


Some Men Named Won't Go. 


Mr. Healy admitted that it was un- 
likely that all of the men whose 
names were published several days 
ago as members of the commission 
would go to Russia to investigate 
conditions.. Several of the railroad 
brotherhood leaders are engaged in 


wagé discussion, he said, and would 
not go. It was reported yesterday 
that-E: J. Manion; head of the Order 
of Railway Telegraphers, the only 
active A. F. of L. leader among the 
ten,. would. not be in the party. Mr. 
Healy also will find it impossible to 
go to Russia. William Mitch, In- 
diana Secretary of the United Mine 
Workers, has been wavering and is 
hardly likely to join the mission. 
This leaves a few minor ex-officers 
who may defy the wishes of the A. 
F. of L. and take places on the mis- 
sion. The remainder of the mission 
consists of railway brotherhood men 
not connected with the A. F. of L., 
a few ex-leaders and some technical 
experts. 

Ibert F. Coyle, editor of the Lo- 
comotive Engineers’ Journal, has 
spent nearly two years on the pre- 
paratory work for the mission. He 
is an ex-minister interested in wel- 
fare work and liberal movements.

See Enough Data Here. 


According to the federation offi- 
cers there exists such a wealth of in- 
formation in the United States con- 
cerning the activities of Moscow and 
the Third International that a bet- 
ter idea can be had of the real sit- 
uation in Russia by analyzing this 
data than by a brief and hurried 
visit to Russia by a group of men 
who are ignorant of the language 
as well as the history of the country. 

‘From scores of sources, with docu- 
ments well authenticated, American 
labor become convinced that 
there is no opposition press in Rus- 
sia, that the Bolshevist Party still 
retains contro] of the platform and 
all ‘political machinery as well as of 
the schools, the university and the 
army. 

The principal reason for its persis- 
tent antagonism to recognition of So- 
viet Russia has been labor’s desire 











to bar officially accredited commer- 
cial and diplomatic envoys who, un- 
der the guise of furthering trade re- 
lationships, might foment subversive 
propaganda using every consul and 
official as a nucleus for this activity. 

American labor believes that trade 
from the United States will go to 
Russia in proportion as the Russian 
for 
amicably. 
They point out that lack of recog- 
nition has not prevented the Harri- 
man and Standard Oil interests from 
obtaining valuable concessions in So- 
viet Russia. 

Recognition of Soviet Russia, in

THs New York Trves 
correspondent, during his eight days’ 
stay in this hub of the golfing uni- 
verse, never heard an adverse re- 
mark about the American competi- 
tors and at the same time he never 
saw an American do one act or say 
one word that could provoke com- 
plaint. 

if anybody might have had cause 
for complaint it would have been 
the English, Scottish and other 
players. Almost neglected, they pur- 
sued their way around the course 
while the multitude followed the 
Americans, but they were unresent- 
ful. They knew the big attraction 
was their transatlantic rivals and 
that Bobby Jones was the biggest of 
them all. 

Many Britishers, although they 
took no gallery of spectators with 
with them, were hampered as much 
as the Americans because the crowd 
following the latter invaded all the 
adjacent fairways and in the excite- 
ment overlooked the fact that others 
also were trying to win the cham- 
pionship. 

Former Champions Deserted. 


It was a pathetic sight to see the 
former champions, James Braid, 
Harry Vardon, Sandy Herd and Ted 
Ray pursuing their lone way around 
the course, and yet Braid had won the 
championship five times.

{yun angle on the Sharkey-Dempsey argument has 
more than one supporter: 

“Sir: If Sharkey succeeds, as he probably will, 
in defeating what is left of the greatest heavyweight 
of all time, he never can stand in Dempsey’s shoes. 
He just isn’t big enough. Like many others, I 
‘watched the sailor train, as I was interested in seeing 
what kind of a man Dempsey was going to mect, and 
in my opinion Sharkey has none of the elements of 
greatness. 

“He may be a fairly good fighter, but he has not 
the magnetism nor the personality of the great Demp- 
sey. It will be a long time before the ring will again 
hold a drawing card such as the ex-champion. There 
can’t be another Dempsey. There was only one 
of him. M. B.” 


Standing Too Close. . 


There may be more than a sprinkling of truth in 
this line of debate, but it is a matter that time will 
decide. It’s easy to stand off and look back over 
the impressive career of William Harrison Dempsey, 
but Jack Sharkey’s record is so close to us that it is 
all out of focus. 

If Sharkey is a great fighter his big victories are 
still to come. That’s another point to be carried in 
mind in weighing the Boston entry on the scales of 
greatness. He may be a great fighter, but he hasn't 
proved it yet. If he beats Dempsey this week, and 
Tunney for the title, it will be time enough to sound 
the loud timbrel and load him down with praise. 

In the meanwhile he has been stepping along at a 
lively pace, and at least he deserves a word of com- 
mendation for his work in the past year. 


Unduly Pessimistic. 


There are some dyspeptic observers who, having 
watched both Dempsey and Sharkey train, have come 
to the conclusion that the question before the house 
is: Which one is worse? Dempsey, they say, isn’t even 
a good second-hand hollow shell, and Sharkey never 
was and never will be anything but a third-rate, self- 
starting gyrating gymnast. 

These are the people who are too smart to be fooled. 
They can see around corners and through dark se- 
crets, but it’s a strange fact that they never can see 
things that are straight in front of them. That’s 
their blind spot. The affair at hand is never any good. 

There is no answer to such an attitude and nobody 
need worry about it. Ten years from now the pessi- 
mists of that period will be pointing back to the great 
Dempsey-Sharkey bout of 1927, and that will hold 
good regardless of whether the fight at the Stadium 
is a tepid tea party or a fast and furious fray. 


Another Argument. 


“Sir: You seem to be of the opinion that the New 
York Yankees. are eighth or ninth Wonders of the 
World. (I’m not gure whether there are seven or 
eight Wonders of the World.) Now, my dear sir, I 
beljeve that any one of the first four teams in the 
National League could beat the Yanks. Do you think 
the pitching in the American League is as good as 
that of the National? I don’t. What is your opinion?

Opinions are interesting but hardly decisive. The 
best thing to do is to scan the returns as they come 
in and strike a fair balance.

League, and it was just good enough to head off the 
Yanks by a single run in the seventh game for the 
world’s championship. 

That wasn’t such a wide margin of superiority. 


An Even. Split. 


There are times when the National League may 
excel the American League in any given department. 
of the game, but on the whole the records show that 
there is a fairly even break. The younger circuit 
leads in the matter of world’s championships, twelve 
to ten, but that may be evened up in due course. 

Perhaps the pitching in the National League is 
better at the moment than it is in the American. 
The Cubs and the Cardinals undoubtedly have the | 
best pitching staffs in either league. 

But there are some fine young pitchers coming up 
in the junior circuit, men like Lisenbee of the Sen- 
ators, Hudlin of the Indians and Alphonse Thomas of 
the White Sox. Bob Grove is in the American League 
and so is Herb Pennock, Ted Lyons and Waite Hoyt 
are good pitchers on any man’s team. 

But the edge seems to lie with the Heydler circuit at 
the moment. 


The Eighth Wonders. 


As for rating the Yankees as the eighth Wonder of 
the World, that’s going it a bit strong. No such 
opinion was expressed in this column, but there is 
little doubt that Miller Huggins has gathered together 
about as powerful a hitting club as baseball ever saw. 

There were wonderful hitters scattered up and down 
the decades, but what team in history sported a line- 
up as strong in batting as the list Miller Huggins 
hands to the umpire every day? 

With Joe Dugan in anything like his usual form 
there isn’t a weak spot from the lead-off man until 
the pitcher is reached. And some of those Yankee 
pitchers are up there swinging for more than exer- 
cise. Ruth, Gehrig and Meusel are always pounding 
along near the head of the parade. 

Combs, Lazzeri and Koenig are smart hitters and 
fast steppers. The catchers may be a bit weak on 
catching, but they are strong in hitting. 

Yes, sir. These lads can hit. John McGraw gives 
them that, and John isn’t giving anything to the 
Yankees that he can keep from them. 


The Chief Robin Chirps. 


It was Uncle Robbie who said the Yankees had the 
greatest team in the history of baseball, a statement 
with which John McGraw took sharp issue and which 
others also have arisen to dispute. 

It must be admitted that the Yankees are not a 
particularly brilliant team on the defense, and this is 
putting it mildly. The defensive infielding this year 
has been fair, but it might have been warmer. Pat 
Collins and Jack Grabowski, in addition to being 
splendid citizens and good hitters, are also good to 
their families and all of that. But they are not the 
greatest receivers in the world, and it is rumored that 
somebody stole a base against them somewhere this 
season. 

When their hitters are stopped the Yankees are not 
impressive. They have no other resources. But as 
a general rule they have more than enough hitting to 
go around.

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Assails Former Secretary. 


The five deacons of Calvary Bap- 
tist Church, 123 West Fifty-seventh 
Street, who resigned in protest 
against certain manifestations which 
they regarded as ‘‘Pentecostalism”’ 
or Holy Roller worship, at Calvary, 
are facing expulsion from. the 
Church. That was made clear by the 
Rev. Dr. John Roach Straton in his 
sermon last evening. 

Dr. Straton made what was said 
to be his last call to the former 
deacons to return repentant, when he 
cited his church’s covenant and by- 
laws. ‘He devoted some of his ser- 


mon to criticism of his former Sec- 
retary, Walter C. Soderstrom, whom 
he accused of turning newspaper in- 
formant. He said that Mr. Soder- 
strom had furnished the newspapers 
with many false statements regard- 
ing Calvary Baptist Church and its 
pastor, and that he dignified them 
with an answer only because they 
otherwise might influence persons 
outside the Church, whom, he said, 
he hoped to reach with the Gospel. 


Defends All His Actions. . 


Dr. Straton defended his brief con- 
nection with the Supreme Kingdom 
movement, denied that he had taken 
excessive vacations while pastor of 


Calvary, announced that he and Mrs. 
Straton led the members of Calvary 
Church in their contributions to the 
treasury of Calvary and blamed “‘all 
of the troubles here’’ upon ‘‘mod- 
ernism and its sisters, worldliness 
and sin.’’ 

He announced that he would 
preach in August, making detailed 
denial of his former secretary’s 
statements to the effect that Dr. 
Straton nurtured an ambition to 
found a new sect. That sermon, he 
said, would be concerned with ‘‘the 
movement for the reunion of the 
fw gees denomination and how it 
ight possibly be brought about.”’ 
ut enough of these things!’’ he 
said. “T wish to pass on, now to the 
close of our thought together by 
reading to you the provisions of our 
church covenant and by-laws, for 
forgivenes, reconciliation and peace, 
in this church, and also the provision 
of our covenant and by-laws, that 
those who walk disorderly and refuse 
to be reconciled when the opportu- 
nity is offered them, must be exclud- 
ed from its membership. 

Last Sunday night, before you all, 
I told the truth about some of the 
troubles which have disturbed us 
lately—these matters connected with 
divine healing, the work of the Holy 
Spirit, &c.—and then, as you know, 
made an appeal to the five young 
men who have so grievously wronged 
us by deliberately throwing all of 
these matters into the newspapers 
to repent of their misconduct and 
come back to their work here in this 


church. 

“T am still hopeful that in*the case 

of some of them at least this will be 
the final result, but indications which 
I have had in the case of others have 
all but taken away from me hope for 
this happy end. I am being driven 
to the conclusion that on the part of 
at least some within the ranks of 
those five, there has been a conspir 
acy, not only to embarrass, but to 
destroy our work here. *** * If they 
transgress the laws of ristteounneds 
and truth * * * the officers of this 
church who are charged with con- 
serving the peace and guarding the 
good name of the church will have 
no other recourse than to bring these 
transgressors before the brotherhood, 
whose work they have harmed and 
slandered, with a view to excluding 
them from this church of Jesus 
Christ. 
“Since they have thrown all of 
these matters deliberately into the 
papers, and have dragged them out 
to the public gaze, much to our in- 
jury and hurt here, I would once 
more in this public fashion, call upon 
them to repent and turn from their 
wrong ways.’’ 


His Outside Activities. 


Dr. Straton defended his ‘‘outside 
work,’’ including his magazine and 
newspaper articles, and his short 
connection with the Supreme King- 
dom movement, by saying that all

work,’’ Dr. Straton continued, ‘‘and 
that is that. every bit of it, step 
step, has been sanctioned by the of- 
ficers who have labored with me 
here, and~by the church itself.

THE VIENNESE RIOTS. 

Vienna has so long been a city 
famed for the good nature and 
gentieness of its inhabitants that 
any outbreak of violence naturally 
appears alarming.

APPLIED SAFETY. 
Governor SMITH has set aside the 
three weeks beginning today as 
a “Public Safety Period.” It is 
thought of as an opportunity not 


,alone to preach but to practice 


safety first as applied to automobil- 
ing. The State Commissioner of 
Motor Vehicles has arranged with 
garage owners and service stations 
throughout the State to make free 
inspections of automobiles and their 
equipment at any time up to Aug. 6. 
Yet it cannot be held that mechan- 
ical defects are the principal cause 
of the accident rate. Carelessness, 
drunkenness, speeding, reckless dis- 
regard of traffic regulations, take 
the heavier toll. But it is neverthe- 
less true that a considerable propor- 
tion of motor-vehicle accidents is 
directly chargeable to faulty mech- 


larly inexcusable, for they generally 
arise from sheer negligence. Nine 
out of ten of them could be pre- 
vented by regular inspection. 

If a man drives his car into a tele- 
graph pole because a bee stung him 
in the eye, he can hardly be held to 
blame. But if he is too lazy, or too 
much in a hurry, to bother about 
tightening the brakes of his car, and 
so comes to grief, he is culpable. 
A few minutes spent in attaching 
chains would save many a smash-up 
on slippery streets. At this season, 
when thousands are out driving on 
the country highways in the cool of 
the evening, another form of care- 
lessness is much in evidence. The 
casual impression would be that not 
one car in three has its headlights 
properly adjusted. The glare blinds 
the oncoming driver and menaces 
the pedestrian in his path. Here is a 
case where the motorist too often 
beholds the ray that is in his 
brother’s headlight, but considers not 
the beam that is in his own. 

Fatalities may be decreasing in 
proportion to automobiles registered, 
or even, as here in New York, in 
proportion to population. This city 
may have a-better record than many 
of the other large cities. But the 
accident rate is still mounting, and 
so is the toll of deaths. We are so 
accustomed to it that a dispatch 
from Albany a few weeks ago re- 
porting 5,000 more serious accidents 
in this State during the first four 
months of 1927 than in the same 
period last year went almost un- 
noticed. In New York City motor 
vehicles are killing over a thousand 
persons a year, despite our efforts 
at traffic control. More than 3 
third of them are children. 





SEEING THE WORLD AT HOME. 
For the thousands who go abroad,

A MONUMENT TO LAPLACE. 


In the history of science LAPLACE 
ranks second only to NEWTON. Yet 
nowhere is there’ a monument to 
the man whose prodigious mathe- 
matical powers first revealed the 
solar system as a vast mechanism 
wheeling in strict obedience to the 
Newtonian law of gravitation. Now 
an international committee of scien- 
tists, among whom are two Amer- 
icans, appeals for funds which are 
to be applied to erecting a _ suit- 
able monument to LAPLACE. This 
year marks the centenary of La- 
PLACE’S death, for which reason it is 
to be hoped that the appeal will 
meet with an appropriate response. 

LAPLACE’S fame rests on his fa- 
mous nebular hypothesis with those 
who have but a smattering of sci- 
ence. That hypothesis is dethroned. 
Its place has been taken by other 
views of the origin of the solar 
system, based on principles un- 
known in LAPLACE’s day. The neb- 
ular hypothesis, with its picture of 
a cooling, shrinking, lens-shaped 
mass of incandescent gas, lent it- 
self to easy, vivid popularization. On 
the other hand, the magnificent Mé- 
canique Céleste, in which the New- 
tonian theory was definitely recon- 
ciled with observation, did not lend 
itself so readily to journalistic sim- 
plification. Yet the Mécanique takes 
its place beside NEWTON’S Principia. 

The gift of synthesis marks the 
scientist of genius—the gift of fit- 
ting seemingly unrelated, even con- 
tradictory, facts into a beautifully 
ordered whole. There are scarcely 
a dozen such synthesizers in the 
history of the human race. La- 
PLACE was one of them. In a broad 
sense modern mathematical physics, 
and therefore that system of think- 
ing which links stars and atoms to- 
gether, began with him. That such 
a genius is still unrecognized in 
stone and sculpture is an anomaly.

between nations. If the causes of 
the disputes can be found out and 
made public, then nations will be 
able to pledge themselves to fight 
(when fighting there must be) on the 
merits of the dispute and not merely 
to protect their own interests. 

Under the anarchy which existed 
between nations before 1920 there 
was but little opportunity for discov- 
ering where justice lay. The Great 
War was caused by the murder of 
the heir to the Austro-Hungarian 
throne and his wife. The plot was 
hatched with the encouragement of. 


Serbia. There was no international 
inquiry, though the scene of the 
crime was thus laid in two countries. 

The United States has been consol- 
idated by past wars; the League of 
Nations, created out of the experi- 
ence of this last war, is trying to 
formulate a system of international 
justice which will deal with such 
crises as that which arose between 
Austria and Serbia in 1914. The 
United States is drifting into taking 
some part in this work. Let us all 
continue on these lines and avoid en-

EXPECT PERSONAL APOLOGY 


Friends of Plaintiff Say He, Like 
Sapiro, Feels Satisfied With 
Apology to Jews. 


Following Saturday’s announce- 
ment in Detroit that Aaron Sapiro 
had settled his $1,000,000 libel suit 
against Henry Ford out of court, as 
a result of the automobile -manu- 
facturer’s apology.and retraction of 
his anti-Semitic campaign, it was be- 
lieved here yesterday that Herman 
Bernstein, editor and author, like-| 
wise would drop his $200,000 libel 
suit against Mr. Ford. 

The indications were that negotia- 
tions were already under way for a 
settlement of the Bernstein action. 
Samuel Untermyer, attorney for Mr. 
Bernstein, declined to answer when 
asked the direct question if negotia- 
tions were in progress. Previously, 
on July 9, immediately after the Ford 
apology was made public, Mr. Unter- 
myer issued a: statement denying 
that any negotiations for a settle- 
ment of the Bernstein case were 
under way. Since that time, ap- 
parently, the situation has changed. 

Sentiment in circles close to the 
Jewish leaders who participated in 
the negotiations which led to Mr. 
Ford's apology was said to be fa- 
vorable to a settlement of the Bern- 
stein case. It was pointed out that 
it was not a question of money with 
Mr. Bernstein, and that his main 
purpose in bringing suit was to 
clear his own name and that of his 
race of the charges of an interna- 
tional Jewish conspiracy brought by 
Mr. Ford and to strike a blow at 
anti-Semitism..

CHINESE DELEGATE SPEAKS 





Says Nationalist Movement, Freed 
From Reds, Is Sweeping Country 
— Foreign Armies Are Resented.

HONOLULU, July 17.—China, held 
to be the most important specific 
problem before the Institute of Pa- 
cific Relations, was brought forcibly 
to its attention yesterday when Sir 
Frederick Whyte, head of the Brit- 
ish delegation, declared that the 
British Government was ready with 
a new policy. 

“Britain is ready to go more than 
half-way, despite the fact that there 
is no authentic sovereign Govern- 
ment in China. I admit that the 
situation is unusual, but the policy 
has the press of the British peo- 
ple. Acts bear out the claim cited. 

“Thus Britain negotiated the ren- 
dition of Wei Hai Wei, which awaits 
the signature of the Chinese. Britain 
signed an agreement with the Na- 
tionalists whereby the concessions in 
Hankow became self-governing there 
and also at Kiukiang. They are ne- 
gotiating on Tientsin also, in com- 
pany th other powers, and they 
have restored the mixed court in 
Shanghai to the Chinese. 

Britain has relinquished her share 
in the Boxer indemnity, accepted the 
principle of tariff autonomy and has 
undertaken to negotiate new treaties 
on the basis of economic¢ equality and 
mutual respect of each other’s ter- 
ritorial sovereignty. We salute new 
China with its promise for the fu- 
ture, and we will do our part to pro- 
mote its new growth.”

It is not so much the’ badness as 
it is the smallness of men today 
which depresses Christian leaders, 
the Rev. Dr. Henry Sloane Coffin, 
President of Union Theological Semi- 
nary, declared in a sermon yesterday 
morning in the James Memorial 
Chapel of the seminary, Broadway 
and 120th Street, at the second of a 
series of Sunday morning services 
for the students in the Summer 
schools of Columbia and other near- 
by universities. The chapel was 
filled to overflowing.

‘being ready always to give a reason 
for the faith that is within you,”’ 
should read ‘‘being ready always to 
give a reason for the hope that is 
within you.”” He added that “‘with- 
out faith there cannot be any hope 
can be a rain- 


‘‘What we need is a renaissance of 
hope,”® said Dr. Coffin. ‘‘We live in 
a strange world which we never fully 
understand, and many are the pitiful 
victims of their own ignorance or 
that of others. Life has tragedies 
into which even the most loving may 
stray and with the best of intentions 
commit disastrous blunders. But for 
us earth has not the last word. 

“One has walked among us Who 
reversed its judgments, who held 
out a seeing future for the man born 
blind, who. dared to ‘Go in 
peace’ to those for whom circum- 
atances n overmastering. 

‘Again, we live in a petty world. 
The people we know and ourselves 
are small. Little things upset. us, 
trifles wound our feelings; little 
things please us and wine of our at- 
tention. We have found that we 
live in a world that is millions of 

ears old and that stretches off mil- 

ions of miles into space, but that 
has not made us take longer views 
or set our questions against vaster 
backgrounds.

CREDIT MEN GIVE WARNING 


Say Banks Frequently Cause Fric- 
tlon by Il!l-Considered Demand 
for Payments. 


The practice of fhany merchants 
who are hard pressed for cash of 
assigning their outstanding accounts 
to small commercial banking con- 
cerns was criticized yesterday by 
several local credit men. “They de 
clared that the harm springing from 
the practice did not rest as much in 
the service charges which these 
bankers exact as it does in the dis- 
cord which it is apt to create be- 
tween the merchant and his custom- 
ers. 

“‘Assigning outstanding accounts to 
irresponsible bankers is likely to 
weaken a strong concern and will 
surely hasten the end of a weak 
one,”’ said a credit man. ‘‘At best, 
the money which the hard-pressed 
firm raises by assigning accounts is 
merely an opiate for a fatal illness. 

‘‘Not only will these irresponsible 
bankers create discord between & 
merchant and his customers, but 
they will take up a good deal of his 
time and energy and will keep him 
in the dark as to how his customers 
are paying their bills. 

‘“‘These bankers cause friction. be- 
quently by pressing for payment of 
the accounts, regardless of the high 
standing and good intentions of the 
merchant’s customers. A _ retailer 
who has been allowed some latitude 
in paying his bills by the merchant 
will receive a series of insistent let- 
ters from the banker, telling him 
that he must pay at once. The next 
time the merchant attempts to sell 
goods to this retailer he will have 
to do a good deal of explaining 
about the banker’s insistent meth- 
ods before he will be able to take 


‘an order. 


‘‘Many of these irresponsible bank- 
ers keep the borrowing merchant 


ignorant of the manner in. which |.~ 


the assigned accounts are being paid. 
The bankers do this because they 
want additional security for their 
loans. If ‘were to tell the mer-| 
chant that accounts been 
paid he might ask for some of the 
money, for the banker usually ad- 
vances only a fraction of the value 
of the discounted accounts. Theoret- 
ically, of course, the bankers should 
acknowledge al SS ge oy made on 
the acceunts. en the merchant 
is kept in the dark concerning these 
payments, he does hot know whether 
or not to sell more goods to retailers 
whose bills he has discounted.

FRENCH EXPORTS INCREASE 


Adverse Trade Balance Against Italy

LONDON, July 17.—Trade returns 
for June are disappointing, even al- 
lowing for the slack Whitsun holiday 
period. Certainly the figures do not 
provide any evidence of pronounced 
trade revival. The total exports of 
£63,000,000 for May was the highest 
in 1927, but the June figure of £56,- 
000,000 is back to the January level. 
The heavy import figure of £94,000,- 
000 for June, though £3,000,000 higher 
than that for May, does not suggest 
any very great trade expansion in 
the near future, as last month’s in- 
crease was due entirely to the larger 
importations of foodstuffs. Raw 
materials actually declined. The only 
item of the June exports that gives 
encouragement was the increase in 
iron and steel manufactured goods. 

A comparison of the half-yearly 
trade this year with 1926 gives a 
disappointing result and emphasizes 
the prolonged effect of the coal stop- 
page. Imports this year have been 
£60,000,000 lower and exports have 
fallen £50,000,000. Compared with 
the first half of 1925 the decline is 
even greater. In the coal trade, 
however, export figures have practi- 
cally returned to 1925. 

Despite these disappointing results 
of foreign trade in the first half of 
the year industrials take a fairly 
hopeful view of the trade outlook 
generally. A steady expansion in the 
iron, steel and engineering trades is 
anticipated, but coal prospects are 
rather gloomy, owing to the French 
embargo and low prices which have 
caused many collieries to close down. 
The latest weekly return shows a 
drop in the coal output from 5,004,- 
800 tons to 4,848,900 tons, while the 
number of wage earners is down 
from 1,011,900 to 1,004,800. This re- 
flects the closing af collieries owing 
to bad trade and low prices. Ad- 
vices from Lancaghire cotton circles 
are more optimistic, owing to the 


and better prospects in the China 
trade. Unemployment figures have 
risen by nearly 50,000 to 1,053,600.

4,700,000 Employes Are Now

$5,500,000,000.

‘Trend is Toward “Contributory” 


Plans—Employers Find Many 
Compensations. 


The rapid increase of industrial 
group insurance in the last fifteen 
years has brought 4,700,000 employes 
under its protection, according to a 
study just completed by the National 
Industrial Conference Board. These 


of $5,500,000,000. The number of 
those insured under the group plan 
increased by more than 1,500,000 
during the last two years alone. 

In investigating the development of 
group life insurance it was found 
that more than 40 per cent. of all 
Wage earners carried no life insur- 
ance of any kind; that most of those 


carrying insurance were insuffi- 
ciently protected, their policies aver- 
aging less than $500 each; that many 
employes could not obtain life insur- 
ance at all or only at, to them, pro- 
hibitive rates because of occupa- 
tional hazard or advanced age; that 
about one-fifth of all employes were 
debarred from carrying standard life 
weenie ———— of —2*8* dis- 
a Y. ore the inception of group 
insurance, about 35 per cent. of all 
employes at their death left their 
families in serious financial straits. 

Group insurance, supplying blanket 
coverage at low rates and without 
the requirement of medical examina- 
tion, been steadily remedying 
this situation during the last - fifteen 
years. The average amount of cov- 
erage per worker insured under the 
group plan is $1,200, as against the 
$500 average among the compara- 
tively few carrying standard life in- 
surance. In larger plants the aver- 
age amount of protection under 
group insurance is found to be con- 
siderably greater, running as high as 
$2,000 and more per employe in es- 
tablishments with 25,000 workers or 
more; in the smaller plants, employ- 
ing from 200 or less up to 3,000, in- 
surance ranging between $1,000 and 
$1.200 is the rule. 

The average annual premium for 
group insurance is estimated by the 
board at from $10.50 to $12 for each 
$1,000 of group life and total disabil- 
ity insurance, making the total 
premium cost of the $5,500,000.000 to 
be borne between $55,000,000 and 
$65,000,000 annually, the larger part 
of which is paid A... employers. 
While the trend is toward the adop- 
tion of ‘‘contributory”’ plans, under 
which the employes pay part of the 
premium, nearly half of the total 
amount of group life insurance now 
in effect is still of the non-contribu- 
tory type, the employers carrying 
the entire cost. In addition the em- 
ployers carry at least 25 per cent of 
the cost of insurance under the con- 
tributory plans. The non-contribu- 
tory plan prevails in the smaller es- 
tabli ents, while the large plants 
incline more toward the contributory 

e of up insurance.

WASHINGTON, July 17.—Employ- 
ment in manufacturing industries de- 
creased 0.7 per cent. in June as com- 
pared with May, and payroll totals 
decreased 2.4 per cent., according to 
a preliminary survey by the Bureau 
of Labor. : 

It was the third in succession to 
show decreased employment, but the 
percentages of decreases this month 
is less than in May or April. Com- 
pared with June, 1926, employment 
last month decreased 2.4 per cent. 
and payroll totals were 2.3 per cent. 
lower. 

The bureau’s weighted index of 
employment for June, 1927, was 89.1 
(100 being the monthly average for 
1923), as compared with 89.7 for 
May, 1927; 90.6 for April, 1927, and 
91.3 for June, 1926. The weighted 
index of payroll totals for June, 1927, 
was 93.3 compared with 95.6 for May, 
1927; 96.6 for April, 1927, and 95.5 
for June, 1926, 100 being the average 
for 1923. 

The report for June, 1927, is based 
on returns from 10,546 establish- 
ments in fifty-four of the principal 
‘manufacturing industries. These es- 
tablishments in June had 3,006,203 
employes whose combined earnings 
in one week were $79,838,722. 

Twenty-five of the fifty-four sepa- 


- fate industries had more employes 


in June, 1927, than in May, while 
only twenty industries reported in- 
creased payroll totals. 

Food Group Shows Increase. 


The food and tobacco groups of in- 
dustries both show a decided in- 
crease, both in employment and in 
payroll totals, but this is customary 
with them in June. The increases in 
the food group were considerably 
larger than usual. Each of the sepa- 
rate industries of these groups re- 


ported good-sized increases in both 


items. 


The lumber and stone, clay 
glass groups both show a ‘slightly in- 


creased volume of employment, and 
the lumber groups reported un- 
changed payroll totals, but the stone, 
clay and glass groups show a de- 


~ erease of over 2 per cent. in the 


last item. 

The textile group, as a whole, 
showed losses of nearly 1 per cent. 
both in employment and payroll 
totals. The increases in employment 
in this group were in the cotton, 
woolen and men’s clothing industries 
only, while, among the decreases in 
the other industries, those in wo- 
men’s clothing and millinery and lace 
goods were very large.

WASHINGTON, July 17.—The gen- 
eral level of wholesale prices de- 
clined slightly from May to June 
and the purchasing power of the 
1913 dollar was 69.6-cents last month, 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics an- 
nounced today on the basis of in- 
formation collected in representative 
markets.

PITTSBURGH, July 17.—Steel mill 
operations are now down to a lower 
rate than was reached at any time 
last year, being at about the same 
rate as at the low point in 1925, 
which fell at just this time of year. 
The rate of steel ingot production 
in the past week may be estimated 
at between 115,000 and 120,000 tons 
daily, which represents 65 per cent. 
of the full capacity rating. The de- 
crease since March is about 30 per 
cent., but it should be noted that 
last March made a new high record 
in steel production. 

For three successive years there 
were Summer dips in steel produc- 
tion, 1924 witnessing a steep decline 
and a steep recovery; 1925 a mod- 
erate dip and 1926 a shallow one. 
This year compares with 1925, which 
showed the intermediate dip. 

Steel trade sentiment in the past 
week has hardly been buoyant, but 
it has been distinctly more cheerful. 
This may not mean much as to the 
future, since one can see the feel-

More Structures May Be Pulled 
Down in Manhattan in 1927 
Than Are Put Up. 





While recent years have been suc- 
cessively the greatest in building 
construction, this one evidently is 
going to be Manhattan’s biggest in 
building destruction, writes Allen E. 
Beals in the current Dow Service 
Building Reports. 


The building wrecker has been a 


sort of barometer of the probable 
trend of building ever since its re- 
building program was started. When 


wreckers are busy, good building al- 
ways has been right around the cor- 
—— They have n the first har- 
—— of building trade revival, but 
inactivity, on the other hand, 
wee been the herald of hard times. 
Their activity foretold the scope of 
the building revival that followed the 
war and, like manner, their re- 
markable increase in numbers just 
rior to the late building boom gave 
e first tangible evidence that some- 
thing out of the ordinary was about 
to occur. 

For those reasons, it has been hard 
for investment builders, architects, 
building material manufacturers, 
contractors and the executives of 
supply firms, who chart their busi- 
ness courses by favorite barometrical 
to interpret recent extraor- 
dinary activity among wreckers with 
a sales attitude on the part of basic 
building material dealers appliance. 
equipment and supply firms who 
acted as though they felt that the 
future of buil was not all that 
it should be. 

They could not assimilate such an 
attitude on the part of material and 
supply firms in rather recklessly 
competing on a strictly price basis 
— — when the labor employ- 

element in the building trades 
icted as though, for several years 
to come, the future looked secure 
enough to warrant pomgouns the 
day of enforced denial of workers’ 
demands for more compensation for 
their toil. 

Furthermore, the 
point of the building trades’ employ- 
ers seemed to have been d upon 
a corresponding confidence on the 
part of lenders of othe S money. 

The best answer oregoing 
eni is, therefore, that wrecking 
activity this year tells a false tale. 

Much of e recent building de- 
struction did not represent imme- 
diate building construction. 

But it does account, to some extent 
at least, for some of the abnormal 
conditions pertaining to basic build- 
ing material supply and demand. 
The common brick manufacturers 
say the bottom has dropped out of 
their market. But pipe, fireproofing, 
lumber and other manufacturers 
have not been anywhere near so dis- 
heartened as the brick men have 
been. They have been doing busi- 
ness when “the brick people seemed 
to have been standin
